CITY  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
RESOLUTION  NO.  11238 


WHEREAS,  The  Charter  requires  that  the  City  Planning  Cotimission  adopt  and 
maintain,  including  necessary  changes  therein,  a  Master  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  27,  1987,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  published 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Master  Plan,  which  include  a  proposed  index  to  land 
use  policies  and  maps  in  the  Master  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  amendments  would  primarily  reorganize  existing  Master  Plan 
objectives  and  policies,  delete  obsolete  or  redundant  provisions  to  reflect 
more  current  information  or  the  subsequent  adoption  of  related  elements  or 
area  plans,  incorporate  a  few  existing  policies  from  other  local  agencies  or 
departments  with  jurisdiction  over  wastewater  facilities,  solid  waste 
facilities  and  public  education,  add  a  new  introduction  to  the  Master  Plan, 
transfer  certain  provisions  to  the  Commerce  and  Industry  Element,  Community 
Facilities  Element  and  adopt  a  new  introduction  to  the  Master  Plan  and  create 
a  Land  Use  Index  which  cross-references  the  various  land  use  objectives  and 
policies  contained  in  the  elements  and  area  plans  of  the  Master  Plan.  The 
amendments  which  relate  to  land  use  would  affect  the  Commerce  and  Industry, 
Residence,  Community  Facilities  and  Environmental  Protection  Elements  and  the 
Downtown,  South  Bayshore  and  Western  Shoreline  area  plans.    The  proposed 
amendments  would  also  add  a  citywide  conmercial  and  industrial  land  use  plan 
(based  on  the  existing  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  as  amended  by  subsequent  area 
plans),  a  citywide  commercial  and  industrial  density  plan  (based  on  existing 
Planning  Code  provisions  and  area  plans)  and  a  residential  land  use  plan  which 
reflects  the  existing  Master  Plan  provisions  and  zoning  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  was  first  adopted  in  1953.  it  was 
the  only  Master  Plan  component  to  contain  a  broad  overview  of  land  use 
principles  and  objectives  for  the  City,  upon  which  many  subsequent  elements 
and  area  plans  of  the  Master  Plan  are  based,  including  the  Residence. 
Transportation.  Commerce  and  Industry.  Urban  Design.  Community  Facilities  and 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Elements  and  the  Downtown.  Chinatown.  Rincon  Hill, 
Civic  Center,  Northeast  Waterfront.  Central  Waterfront  and  South  Bayshore  Area 
Plans;  and 

WHEREAS.  With  the  adoption  of  subsequent  elements  and  area  plans,  which 
have  expanded  the  scope  and  analysis  of  land  use  policies  by  applying  them  to 
specific  planning  issues  (addressed  in  the  individual  Master  Plan  elements) 
and/or  to  geographic  areas  of  the  city  (addressed  in  area  plans),  most  of  the 
objectives  and  principles  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  have  become  obsolete 
or  redundant  or  would  be  more  appropriately  located  in  some  of  the  more 
recently  adopted  elements;  and 

WHEREAS.  Land  Use  Objectives  1,2,4-7  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan, 
presenting  a  summary  statement  of  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Master  Plan, 
are  proposed  to  be  transferred  to  a  new  introduction  to  the  Master  Plan.  The 
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new  introduction  would  define  the  Master  Plan,  its  required  components  and  the 
organizational  format  adopted  by  San  Francisco  and  recite  the  Sec.  101.1 
(Proposition  M)  Priority  Policies  from  the  Planning  Code;  and 

WHEREAS.  Land  Use  Principles  1,  11  and  12  and  the  section  titled  "The 
Working  Areas"  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  are  proposed  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  as  a  new  policy  (introduced  as  new  Policy  3 
to  Objective  1).    The  principles  recognize  the  functional  organization  of  the 
city  in  terms  of  its  division  between  the  working  and  residential  areas, 
define  four  base  working  areas  and  their  respective  functions  in  a  citywide 
context,  and  call  for  well-defined  working  areas  (primarily  confined  to  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  city)  that  designate  predominate  commercial  and 
industrial  activities  where  possible  and  relate  to  streets  and  transit  systems 
that  can  most  efficiently  serve  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Principle  3  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  calling  for 
the  establishment  of  a  population  holding  capacity,  is  proposed  to  be 
incorporated  within  the  Commerce  and  Industry  and  Residence  Elements  to 
address  both  the  working  and  residential  populations,  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Objective  3  and  Principles  2  and  7  of  the  Citywide  Land 
Use  Plan,  which  promote  the  organization  of  the  city  into  four  working  and 
twelve  residential  community  areas  for  planning  purposes  according  to  such 
features  as  topography,  open  space  and  the  transportation  network,  are 
proposed  for  deletion  as  they  have  become  obsolete  over  time  due  to  subsequent 
planning  efforts  and  analyses  including:  further  refinements  made  in  recent 
years  of  the  working/community  area  planning  approach  through  the  adoption  of 
area  plans  (including  the  Northeastern  Waterfront,  Downtown,  Chinatown,  Civic 
Center,  Rincon  Hill,  Central  Waterfront  and  South  Bayshore  Area  Plans)  which 
address  all  or  portions  of  three  of  the  four  working  areas  and  newer  elements 
which,  combined,  are  intended  to  strike  a  balance  between  the  analysis  of 
planning  issues  in  a  citywide  context  by  subject,  such  as  residential 
mix/density,  open  space,  and  community  safety,  and  location-specific  analyses 
to  produce  planning  and  formal  land  use  policy  that  integrates  economic, 
social  and  environmental  conditions  and  prevalent  trends  in  the  area; 
currently  planning  studies  underway  at  the  Department  for  the  South  of  Market, 
Showplace  Square  and  Inner  Mission  areas  which  will  address  the  remaining 
portions  of  the  working  areas  and  will  likely  result  in  additional  area  plans; 
and,  further  analysis  and  refinement  of  provisions  governing  residential 
cotnnunity  areas  by  the  development  of  detailed  standards  and  guidelines  which 
define  types  and  building  intensity  of  neighborhood  commercial  business 
centers,  and  address  how  neighborhood  commercial  districts  help  to  establish 
the  character  of  the  surrounding  residential  areas  which  they  primarily  serve; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Principles  4  and  5  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan, 
proposed  for  deletion,  call  for  establishing  citywide  population  and  building 
density  standards  that  provide  for  a  diversity  of  housing  type  opportunities, 
and  which  identify  areas  appropriate  for  locating  businesses  and  services  to 
serve  the  neighborhoods,  are  redundant  as  the  Residence  Element  currently 
contains  these  directives,  maps  population  density  (Map  C  in  the  Residence 
Element)  and  establishes  residential  and  building  density  standards  (Map  B  and 
accompanying  table  in  the  Residence  Element);  and 
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WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Principle  6  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  which 
indicates  that  development  and  distribution  of  population  density  should  be 
guided  by  topography  and  transportation  considerations,  with  high  density 
development  concentrated  on  easily  accessible  hilltops  near  major 
thoroughfares  and  public  transit,  is  redundant  and  is  proposed  for  deletion  as 
the  more  recently  adopted  Urban  Design  Element  discusses  the  integral 
relationship  between  topography,  open  space,  streets  and  building  structures 
in  detail,  thus  extending  an  analysis  well  beyond  the  general  scope  introduced 
by  Land  Use  Principle  6;  and 

WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Principle  8  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  which 
Identifies  the  need  for  public  and  semi-public  facilities  for  use  by  the 
community,  is  partly  superseded  by  the  subsequent  adoption  of  policies  in  the 
Neighborhood  Center  Facilities  section  of  the  Community  Facilities  Element. 
The  principle  is  proposed  to  be  revised  and  incorporated  within  the  Community 
Facilities  element  as  a  new  Education  objective,  policy  and  accompanying  map; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Land  Use  Principles  9  and  10  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan, 
proposed  for  deletion,  address  the  need  for,  and  location  of,  neighborhood 
commercial  centers  to  adequately  serve  city  needs  and  to  relate  to  the 
distribution  of  prospective  population,  which  is  discussed  in  detail  in  the 
Residence  Element  in  terms  of  the  city's  anticipated  population  distribution 
and  in  the  recent  amendments  to  Objective  8  of  the  Commerce  and  Industry 
Element  which  analyze  in  detail  the  appropriate  intensity  of  neighborhood 
commercial  businesses  and  services  relative  to  its  surrounding  market 
(residential)  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  "Community  and  Neighborhood  Commercial  Area  Standards" 
section  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  proposed  for  deletion,  calls  for 
adequate  neighborhood  commercial  centers  to  serve  residents  of  the  city  that 
are  in  proper  scale  to  the  surrounding  residential  neighborhoods  they  serve, 
and  within  acceptable  service  radii.    Under  the  Neighborhood  Commercial 
Rezoning  Study  effort.  Objective  8  of  the  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  and 
the  implementing  zoning  controls  establish  more  detailed  standards  governing 
neighborhood  commercial  areas  than  those  established  under  the  1953  City  Land 
Use  Plan,  including  adoption  of  20  different  types  of  neighborhood  commercial 
districts  defined  by  building  scale,  intensity  of  use,  and  range  of  uses  and  a 
map  which  identifies  the  service  area,  defined  as  falling  within  a  1/4  to  1/2 
mile  radius,  of  all  the  neighborhood  commercial  districts  city-wide;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  new  map  titled  "Generalized  Commercial  and  Industrial  Land  Use 
Plan",  which  is  based  on  the  existing  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  as  amended  by 
subsequent  area  plans,  1s  proposed  which  consolidates  existing  land  use  policy 
in  one  place  by  mapping  the  location  of  four  commercial/industrial  land 
categories  (Major  Shopping,  Business  and  Services,  Light  Industry  and  General 
Industry)  and  annotating  references  to  the  adopted  area  plans  containing 
specific  policies  for  certain  geographic  locations:  Northeastern  Waterfront, 
Downtown,  Civic  Center,  Chinatown,  Rincon  Hill,  Central  Waterfront,  and  South 
Bayshore;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  section  titled  "The  Commercial  Districts"  in  the  Citywide 
Land  Use  Plan,  proposed  for  deletion,  promotes  making  neighborhood  commercial 
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shopping  areas  as  compact  and  efficient  as  possible  and  providing  off-street 
parking  facilities,  and  generally  identifies  these  areas  on  the  Citywide  Land 
Use  Plan  (map).    These  aspects  are  now  covered  in  the  Commerce  and  Industry 
Element,  as  revised  to  incorporate  Objective  8  and  its  policies  addressing 
neighborhood  commercial  districts,  containing  maps  and  tables  describing  the 
location  and  type  of  all  neighborhood  commercial  districts  in  the  city  and  its 
implementing  zoning  controls  which  clearly  designate  all  neighborhood 
commercial  districts,  distinguishable  from  surrounding,  predominately 
residential  neighborhoods.    Policy  9  of  Objective  8  outlines  how  new 
businesses  or  development  in  neighborhood  commercial  districts  should  be 
reviewed  with  respect  to  generated  traffic  and  parking  demand,  and  recommends 
that  new  development  which  introduces  or  exacerbates  parking  problems  be 
adequately  mitigated  or  disapproved.    The  policies  of  Objective  8  clearly  go 
beyond  the  pre-existing  general  recommendations  to  define  criteria  and 
standards  under  which  neighborhood  commercial  districts  would  operate;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  section  titled  "The  Citywide  Institutional  Areas"  in  the 
Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  defines  public  and  semi-public  "institutions"  and  the 
Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  map  currently  indicates  sites  containing  institutional 
uses.    Under  the  proposed  amendments,  the  provisions  in  the  Citywide  Land  Use 
Plan  relating  to  institutional  uses  would  be  relocated  into  the  Community 
Facilities  Element  along  with  a  map  depicting  the  institutional  sites 
currently  identified  in  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  section  titled  "The  Visual  Aspects"  in  the  Citywide  Land  Use 
Plan,  proposed  for  deletion,  points  out  that  the  land  use  plan  should  also 
enhance  the  visual  amenities  of  the  city.    Because  this  statement  is  expanded 
by  the  Urban  Design  Elefnent.  which  is  devoted  to  articulating  the  specific 
components  and  principles  that  contribute  to  quality  urban  design,  deletion  of 
this  Visual  Aspects  section  would  therefore  not  generate  any  changes  in 
current  conditions  in  the  presence  of  the  Urban  Design  element;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  newer  elements  and  area  plans  address  the  array  and 
intensity  of  land  uses  throughout  the  city  in  greater  detail  than  what  was 
originally  presented  in  the  Master  Plan,  an  index  to  all  relevant  sections  of 
the  Master  Plan  containing  general  land  use  policy  is  proposed,  including  new 
maps/exhibits  and  text  which  are  proposed  in  this  package  of  Master  Plan 
amendments  related  to  land  use  and  existing  Master  Plan  maps  and  exhibits 
related  to  land  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  new  map  titled  "Generalized  Commercial  and  Industrial  Density 
Plan",  which  is  proposed  for  addition  to  the  Commerce  and  Industry  element, 
would  identify  building  density  standards  for  commercial  and  industrial  areas, 
exclusive  of  the  downtown  and  neighborhood  commercial  districts  which  are 
addressed  in  separate  maps.    The  South  of  Market  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  areas  are 
identified  as  the  subject  of  ongoing  planning  studies  for  which  interim  zoning 
controls  are  currently  in  effect.    Other  areas  for  which  existing  requirements 
are  identified  are  under  study  but  have  no  intervening  interim  controls: 
South  Van  Ness,  Inner  Mission,  Mission  Bay,  Showplace  Square  and  South 
Bayshore.    This  proposed  amendment  merely  references  the  interim  controls  and 
study  areas  but  does  not  effectively  change  land  use  policy  as  to  those  areas; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  The  proposed  amendments  would  acknowledge  and  support  adopted 
city  policy  contained  in  the  Clean  Water  and  Solid  Waste  Master  Plans  by 
adding  new  policies  to  the  Community  Facilities  Element  to  address  wastewater 
facilities  (managed  by  the  Clean  Water  Program  under  the  Department  of  Public 
Works)  and  Solid  Waste  facilities  (managed  by  the  Chief  Administrator's 
Office);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  amendments  would  include  adding  a  policy  relating  to 
the  provision  of  education  facilities  as  administered  by  the  Unified  School 
and  Community  College  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  Minor  amendments  to  the  legend  of  the  Downtown  Commercial  Land 
Use  Plan  (map)  of  the  Downtown  Plan,  adopted  as  an  area  plan  of  the  Master 
Plan  on  November  29,  1984,  are  proposed  to  reflect  the  Downtown  Ordinance, 
adopted  September  15,  1985,  by  acknowledging  a  decrease  in  base  FAR  (floor 
area  ratio)  standards  for  the  C-3-0  district,  an  FAR  ceiling  applicable  to  use 
of  transfer  of  development  rights  and  the  inability  to  transfer  unused  FAR 
from  park  sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  title  of  the  Generalized  Neighborhood  Commercial  Land  Use 
Plan  (in  the  Commerce  and  Industry  Element)  is  proposed  to  be  amended  to 
indicate  that  it  contains  building  density  information  as  well  as  land  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  Amendments  to  the  Conservation  Section  (adopted  in  1973)  and  the 
Transportation  Noise  Section  (adopted  in  1974)  of  the  Environmental  Protection 
Element  are  proposed  which  would:    update  certain  provisions  to  reflect  more 
recent  information;  reflect  names  of  titles  of  relevant  public  agencies  which 
have  since  changed;  update  the  table  summarizing  objectives  and  policies  from 
other  adopted  Master  Plan  Elements  that  are  relevant  to  environmental 
protection  to  acknowledge  more  recent  amendments  to  the  Transportation  and 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  elements  and  cross-reference  additional  policies 
from  the  Urban  Design  and  Residence  Elements  and  the  Energy  Section  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Element;    reflect  planned  changes  in  the  Fire 
Department's  Auxilliary  Water  Supply  System,  per  new  bond  funding  passed  by 
San  Franciscans  in  1986;  reflect  the  desire  to  acknowledge  the  presence  of 
local  and  regional  policy  and  review  jurisdiction  of  projects  involving  Bay 
fill;  and  modify  text  to  confirm  the  need  for  dune  stabilization  at  Ocean 
Beach;  and 

WHEREAS,  Amendments  to  the  Residence  Element  are  proposed  which  would  add 
a  new  map  (titled  Residential  Land  Use  Plan)  generally  identifying  residential 
areas  by  type,  including  those  mixed  together  with  commercial  and  or 
industrial  uses    to  further  characterize  the  range  of  residential 
neighborhoods  in  the  city;  the  map  reflects  the  type  of  neighborhood  that 
currently  exists  in  various  locations  of  the  city,  and/or  policies  addressing 
residential  mixed  use  districts  contained  in  adopted  area  plans  of  the  Master 
Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  Amendments  to  the  Western  Shoreline  area  plan,  adopted  in  1985, 
are  proposed  which  would:  reflect  the  improvements  and  design  of  the  Great 
Highway,  which  are  currently  under  construction  as  part  of  sewer  improvements 
being  implemented  by  the  San  Francisco  Clean  Water  Program;  delete  a  policy 
calling  for  improvements  to  intersection  of  the  Great  Highway  and  South  Drive 
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as  it  has  occurred;  and  refine  Policy  2  of  Objective  5  relating  to  a 
recreational  pathway  around  Lake  Merced;  and 

WHEREAS,  Policy  6  of  the  general  Transportation  objective  in  the  South 
Bayshore  Plan,  calling  for  an  access  road  to  the  Hunters  Point 
Freeway/Southern  Crossing,  is  proposed  for  deletion  as  the  proposed  Hunters 
Point  Freeway/Southern  Crossing  was  defeated  by  public  initiative  in  1972;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  27,  1987,  notice  of  the  proposed  amendments  was 
published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  1987,  the  Department  adopted  and  issued  a  final 
negative  declaration  for  the  proposed  amendments  which  concludes  that  there  is 
no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  amendments  could  have  a  significant 
effect  on  the  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  public  comments,  the  Department  has  proposed  a  few 
refinements  to  the  proposed  amendments;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  has  considered  testimony  on  the  proposed 
Master  Plan  amendments  at  a  duly  noticed  hearing  on  December  17,  1987,  and 
believes  it  is  now  appropriate  to  adopt  the  amendments  to  the  Commerce  and 
Industry,  Residence,  Community  Facilities,  and  Environmental  Protection 
Elements,  and  the  Western  Shoreline,  Downtown,  and  South  Bayshore  Area  Plans, 
as  contained  in  the  Proposed  Master  Plan  Amendments,  dated  November  27,  1987, 
as  amended,  and  Proposed  Index  to  Land  Use  Policies  and  Maps  in  the  Master 
Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  dated  November  27,  1987;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  amendments  include  addition  of  an  introduction  to  the  Master 
Plan  which  recites  the  Section  101.1  Priority  Policies  of  the  City  Planning 
Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  amendments  are  consistent  with  the  Priority  Policies  of 
Section  101.1  of  the  City  Planning  Code  as  they  do  not  include  or  delete 
specific  policies  which  directly  address  the  Section  101.1  Priority  Policies 
and  they  do  not  include  any  policy  which  is  inconsistent  or  not  in  conformity 
with  the  Priority  Policies,  which  are: 

■That  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be  preserved  and 
enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for  resident  employment  in  and 
ownership  of  such  business  enhanced"  (Section  101.1(b)(1),  Priority 
Policy  1); 

■That  existing  housing  and  neighborhood  character  be  conserved  and 
protected  in  order  to  preserve  the  cultural  and  economic  diversity  of 
our  neighborhoods*  (Section  101.1(b)(2),  Priority  Policy  2); 

■That  the  City's  supply  of  affordable  housing  be  preserved  and 
enhanced"  (Section  101.1(b)(3),  Priority  Policy  3); 

■That  commuter  traffic  not  impede  Muni  transit  service  or  overburden 
our  streets  or  neighborhood  parking'  (Section  101.1(b)(4),  Priority 
Policy  4);

"That  a  diverse  economic  base  be  maintained  by  protecting  our 
industrial  and  service  sectors  from  displacement  due  to  commercial 
office  development,  and  that  future  opportunities  for  resident 
employment  and  ownership  in  these  sectors  be  enhanced"  (Section 
101.1(b)(5),  Priority  Policy  5); 

■That  the  City  achieve  the  greatest  possible  preparedness  to  protect 
against  injury  and  loss  of  life  in  an  earthquake"  (Section 
101.1(b)(6),  Priority  Policy  6); 

"That  landmarks  and  historic  buildings  be  preserved"  (Section 
101.1(b)(7),  Priority  Policy  7);  and 

"That  our  parks  and  open  space  and  their  access  to  sunlight  and 
vistas  be  protected  from  development"  (Section  101.1(b)(8),  Priority 
Policy  8) . 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED.  That  the  City  Planning  Commission  does  hereby 
adopt  as  amendments  to  the  Master  Plan  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  the  amendments  contained  in  the  documents  titled  Proposed  Master 
Plan  Amendments,  dated  November  27.  1987.  as  amended,  and  Proposed  Index  to 
Land  Use  Policies  and  Maps  in  the  Master  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  dated  November  27.  1987  as  attached  hereto  as  Exhibits  1  and  2. 
respectively. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  record 
the  action  taken  in  this  Resolution  on  the  amendments,  and  shall  certify  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  accordance  with  the 
charter.

THE  FOLLOWING  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  CITYWIDE  LAND  USE  PLAN  OF  THE 
MASTER  PLAN  ARE  HEREBY  TRANSFERRED  TO  THE  COMMERCE  AND 
INDUSTRY  ELEMENT.  COMMUNITY  FACIUTIES  ELEMENT.  OR  TO  A  NEW

Objective  5       Coordination  of  the  varied  pattern  of  land  use  with  public 
and  semi-  public  service  facilities  required  for  efficient 
functioning  of  the  city,  and  for  the  convenience  and 
well-being  of  its  residents,  workers,  and  visitors,  (to 
Introduction) 

Objective  6       Coordination  of  the  varied  pattern  of  land  use  with 
circulation  routes  and  facilities  required  for  the

Objective  7  Coordination  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  city  with

Principle  1       The  natural  division  of  the  city  into  two  distinct 
functional  areas  —  one  primarily  for  production, 
distribution  and  services,  and  the  other  for  residential 
purposes  and  the  community  facilities  which  are  closely 
related  to  residential  activities  —  should  be  recognized 
and  encouraged,  (to  Commerce  and  Industry  Element) 
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The  working  areas  of  the  city  should  be  defined  and 
designated  in  extent  so  as  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
each  of  the  areas  as  a  specialized  center  of  management, 
production,  or  distribution,  (to  Commerce  and  Industry 
Element) 

The  working  areas  of  the  city  should  be  related  to  the 
traffic-ways  and  transit  systems  so  as  to  minimize  time  and 
distance  in  the  journey  to  work  from  each  of  the  community 
areas  of  the  city  and  from  within  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region,  (to  Commerce  and  Industry  Element) 

The  Working  Areas 

Except  in  a  few  isolated  instances  the  entire  range  of  commercial  and 
industrial  activities  of  citywide  importance  is  and  should  continue  to  be 
confined  to  the  eastern  flank  of  the  city  between  the  Bay  and  the  first 
tier  of  hills  rising  west  of  the  Bay.    The  types  of  use  for  which  land 
should  be  allocated  in  the  working  areas  are  classified  into  four 
categories:    1)    Downtown,  2)  Business  and  Services,  3)  Light  Industry, 
and  4)  General  Industry,  (to  Commerce  and  Industry  Element) 

The  Downtown  District  contains  the  downtown  shopping,  entertainment  and 
financial  sections  of  the  city  as  well  as  some  of  the  downtown  hotel 
quarters.    Adjacent  to  this  district  is  the  primary  area  devoted  to  and 
designated  for  Business  Services.    These  are  businesses  and  uses  which 
supplement  and  are  necessary  to  the  total  economy  of  the  downtown  area. 
Examples  of  these  are  the  automobile  sales  and  servicing  establishment 
along  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  the  varied  wholesale  activities  south  of  Market 
Street.    The  other  designated  uses  are  those  light  and  general  industries 
which  adjoin  the  harbor  and  occupy  the  flat  land  along  the  Bay  shore  of 
the  city.    The  Plan  indicates  a  transitional  belt  of  light  industry, 
between  the  general  industrial  section  and  residential  sections  in 
adjacent  community  areas,  (to  Commerce  and  Industry  Element)

A  population  density  pattern  for  the  residential 
communities  of  the  city  should  be  established  as  a  basis 
for  determination  of  the  location  and  extent  of  public  and 
private  facilities  required  to  serve  the  community  areas. 


Principle  5 


The  pattern  of  desirable  population  densities  should 
provide  throughout  the  city  opportunity  for  a  wide  range  of 
building  types  to  serve  a  variety  of  family  sizes  and 
income  levels,  without  undue  congestion  in  any  one  area. 


Principle  6       The  distribution  of  each  category  of  population  density  as 
established  in  the  standards  of  the  City-wide  Land  Use  Plan 
should  be  guided  by  topographic  and  transportation 
considerations,  as  follows: 


a.  high  density  on  easily  accessible  hilltops  and  ridges, 
along  the  edges  of  permanent  open  spaces  and  in 
closest  proximity  to  public  transit  routes  and  major 
thorough-fares  and  to  community  business  centers; 

b.  medium  density  on  the  slopes  of  hills  and  in  proximity 
to  public  transit  and  secondary  thoroughfares  and  to 
neighborhood  shopping  districts; 
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c.     low  density  on  the  most  nearly  level  land  and  on  land 
most  distant  from  primary  transportation  routes. 


Principle  7       Each  of  the  community  areas  of  the  city  should  be  defined 
and  limited  in  extent  to  serve  as  an  economic,  social,  and 
physical  sub-unit  of  the  city  as  a  whole. 

Principle  9      The  commercial  facilities  which  serve  all  the  residents  of 
a  cofTMnunity  area  should  be  assembled  and  compactly  grouped 
into  business  centers  convenient  to  but  not  directly  on 
major  trafficways  and  adjacent  to  the  community  centers. 


Principle  10 


Land  for  public  and  commercial  facilities  in  each  community 
area  should  be  provided  in  proportion  to  the  prospective 
population  which  will  obtain  under  the  standards  of  the 
citywide  Land  Use  Plan. 


Community  and  Neighborhood  Commercial  Area  Standards 


1.  Area  for  cofwnercial  facilities  serving  the  needs  of  the 
population  of  the  city  resident  in  the  community  areas 
should  be  provided  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
three-quarters  of  an  acre  to  one  acre  of  commercial  land 
for  each  1000  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

2.  Commercial  land  should  be  provided  in  sufficient  quantity 
to  permit  community  areas  to  have  one  or  more  community 
business  districts  of  a  size  adequate  to  support  a  full 
range  of  commercial  services  for  residents  within  a 
one-mile  radius. 


3.     Neighborhood  shopping  districts  should  provide  those  types 
of  retail  shopping  and  personal  service  facilities  which 
are  used  most  frequently  and  should  be  distributed 
throughout  the  city  so  as  to  have  a  service  radius  of  1/4 
to  1/2  mile  depending  upon  the  population  density  and 
topography  of  the  area  served. 


Description  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan 

The  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan,  recorded  on  Plate  I,  which  is 
included  as  a  part  of  this  document,  is  a  generalized  plan  indicating 
on  a  citywide  basis  the  principal  land  uses  in  each  part  of  the  city, 
and  the  pattern  of  residential  densities. 


The  Commercial  Districts 

Indicated  also  on  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  are  the  general 
locations  of  major  shopping  centers.    Modifications  to  existing 
business  areas  are  proposed  to  provide  more  compact  and  efficient 
centers,  with  off-street  parking  facilities. 
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The  Visual  Aspects  of  the  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan 


The  Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  also  emphasizes  certain  proposals  and 
intentions  that  affect  the  beauty  and  general  attractiveness  of  the 
city  environment.    The  spacing  of  densities,  the  locations  of  parks 
and  other  public  facilities,  and  proposals  regarding  commercial  areas 
are  intended  not  only  to  satisfy  the  objectives  and  principles  of  the 
land  use  plan  leading  to  a  more  convenient  and  efficient  environment, 
but  also  to  enhance  the  natural  and  architectural  amenities  that  are 
important  elements  in  the  quality  of  the  city.    Thus,  many  of  the 
aims  set  forth  in  the  plan  are  based  in  part  on  the  visual 
possibilities  inherent  in  the  striking  topography  and  in  the  diverse 
yet  compact  character  of  the  city. 


The  Working  Areas 

The  most  significant  division  in  the  city  expressed  by  the 
Citywide  Land  Use  Plan  is  that  distinguishing  the  working  areas  from 
the  community  areas .    (The  remainder  of  this  section  is  transferred  to  the 
Commerce  and  Industry  Element  -  see  discussion  below)

Applying  policies  under  this  Objective  2  results  in  density  and 
land  use  patterns  shown  in  the  accompanying  Generalized  Residential 
Land  Use  and  Density  Plan  Maps-Hap.    Specific  zoning  districts  should 
conform  generally  to  this  map,  although  minor  variations  consistent 
with  the  general  density  policies  may  be  appropriate,  (see  map 
attached)

INTRODUCTION 

§  3.524  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  &  County  of  San  Francisco  provides  as 
follows: 

It  shall  be  the  function  and  duty  of  the  city  planning  commission  to  adopt 
and  maintain,  including  necessary  changes  therein,  a  comprehensive, 
long-term,  general  plan  for  the  improvement  and  future  development  of  the 
city  and  county  to  be  known  as  the  master  plan.    The  master  plan  shall 
include  maps,  plans,  charts,  exhibits,  and  descriptive,  interpretive,  and 
analytical  matter,  based  on  physical,  social,  economic,  and  financial 
data,  which  together  present  a  broad  and  general  guide  and  pattern 
constituting  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  for  the  coordinated  and 
harmonious  development,  in  accordance  with  present  and  future  needs,  of 
the  city  and  county  and  of  any  land  outside  the  boundaries  thereof  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  bears  a  relation  thereto. 

State  law  requires  that  the  Master  Plan  address  seven  issues:    land  use, 
circulation,  housing,  conservation,  open  space,  noise  and  safety.  Those 
issues  can  be  organized  in  whatever  way  best  suits  the  locality. 
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The  San  Francisco  Master  Plan  is  designed  as  a  guide  to  the  attainment  of 
the  following  general  goals: 

•  Protection,  preservation,  and  enhancement  of  the  economic,  social,  cultural, 
and  esthetic  values  that  establish  the  desirable  quality  and  unique  character  of 
the  city.    (Objective  4) 

•  Improvement  of  the  city  as  a  place  for  living,  by  aiding  in  making  it  more 
healthful,  safe,  pleasant,  and  satisfying,  with  housing  representing  good 
standards  for  all  residents  and  by  providing  adequate  open  spaces  and

•  Improvement  of  the  city  as  a  place  for  commerce  and  industry  by  making  it 
more  efficient,  orderly,  and  satisfactory  for  the  production,  exchange  and 
distribution  of  goods  and  services,  with  adequate  space  for  each  type  of 
economic  activity  and  improved  facilities  for  the  loading  and  movement  of 
goods.    (Objective  2) 

•  Coordination  of  the  varied  pattern  of  land  use  with  public  and  semi-public 
service  facilities  required  for  efficient  functioning  of  the  city,  and  for  the 
convenience  and  well-being  of  its  residents,  workers,  and  visitors. 
(Objective  5) 

•  Coordination  of  the  varied  pattern  of  land  use  with  circulation  routes  and 
facilities  required  for  the  efficient  movement  of  people  and  goods  within  the 
city,  and  to  and  from  the  city.    (Objective  6) 

•  Coordination  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  city  with  the  growth  and 
development  of  adjoining  cities  and  counties  and  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region.    (Objective  7) 

The  manner  in  which  these  general  goals  are  to  be  attained  is  set  forth 
through  a  statement  of  objectives  and  policies  in  a  series  of  elements,  each 
one  dealing  with  a  particular  topic,  which  applys  citywide.    The  Master  Plan 
currently  contains  the  following  elements:    Residence,  Commerce  &  Industry, 
Recreation  and  Open  Space,  Community  Facilities,  Transportation,  Community 
Safety,  Environmental  Protection  and  Urban  Design.    In  addition,  a  Land  Use 
Index  cross-references  the  policies  related  to  land  use  located  throughout  the 
Master  Plan.    Additional  elements  may  be  added  from  time  to  time. 

The  Plan  also  contains  the  following  area  plans  which  cover  their 
respective  geographic  areas  of  the  city:  Downtown,  Civic  Center,  Western 
Shoreline,  Northeastern  Waterfront,  Central  Waterfront,  South  Bayshore,  Rincon 
Hill  and  Chinatown.    Here  the  more  general  policies  in  the  Master  Plan 
elements  are  made  more  precise  as  they  relate  to  specific  parts  of  the  city. 

The  Plan  is  intended  to  be  an  integrated,  internally  consistent  and 
compatible  statement  of  objectives  and  policies  and  its  objectives,  and 
policies  are  to  be  construed  in  a  manner  which  achieves  that  intent.  Sec. 
101.1(b)  of  the  Planning  Code,  which  was  added  by  Proposition  M,  November  4, 
1986,  provides  as  follows: 
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The  following  Priority  Policies  are  hereby  established.    They  shall  be 
included  in  the  preamble  to  the  Master  Plan  and  shall  be  the  basis  upon  which 
inconsistencies  in  the  Master  Plan  are  resolved: 

1.  That  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be  preserved  and 
enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for  resident  employment  in  and 
ownership  of  such  businesses  enhanced; 

2.  That  existing  housing  and  neighborhood  character  be  conserved 
and  protected  in  order  to  preserve  the  cultural  and  economic 
diversity  of  our  neighborhoods; 

3.  That  the  City's  supply  of  affordable  housing  be  preserved  and 
enhanced; 

4.  That  commuter  traffic  not  impede  Muni  transit  services  or 
overburden  our  streets  or  neighborhood  parking; 

5.  That  a  diverse  economic  base  be  maintained  by  protecting  our 
industrial  and  service  sectors  from  displacement  due  to 
commercial  office  development,  and  that  future  opportunities  for 
resident  employment  and  ownership  in  these  sectors  be  enhanced; 

6.  That  the  City  achieve  the  greatest  possible  preparedness  to 
protect  against  injury  and  the  loss  of  life  in  an  earthquake; 

7.  That  landmarks  and  historic  buildings  be  preserved;  and 

8.  That  our  parks  and  open  space  and  their  access  to  sunlight  and 
vistas  be  protected  from  development.

Laguna  Honda  Home,  Youth  Guidance  Center,  City  and  county  Hospital, 
several  large  parochial  high  schools,  the  University  of  California 
Medical  Center  and  the  Civic  Center. 
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Principle  8      Within  each  residential  community  area  the  public  and

Planned  expansions  and  improvements  to  AWSS 
would  improve  the  City's  preparedness  to  meet  potential 
fire  disasters.

INTRODUCTION

lines  operated  throughout  the  city.    Market  Street,  with 
four  sets  of  streetcar  tracks,  was  extraordinarily  noisy. 
The  streetcars  then  were  not  the  ^qu4et^-PG6-eafs-that-afe- 
4B-ttse-teday  quieter  types  that  came  into  use  later. 
Automobiles,  although  much  less  numerous,  were  noisier  than 
today's  models.    Then,  of  course,  the  bustling  waterfront 
activity  and  vessels  in  the  Bay  further  contributed  to  the 
sounds  of  the  city.

INTRODUCTION 

California  planning  law  requires 
every  city  and  county  to  adopt  a 
"comprehensive,  long-term  general  plan 
for  the  physical  development"  of  the 
community.    Government  Code  Section 
65302  specificies  that  every  general 
plan  must  have  nine  elements, 
including  a  land  use  element: 

"which  designates  the  proposed 
generaly  distribution  and  general 
location  and  extent  of  the  uses  of 
the  land  for  housing,  business, 
industry,  open  space,  including 
agriculture,  natural  resources, 
recreation,  and  enjoyment  of 
scenic  beauty,  education,  public 
buildings  and  grounds,  solid  and 
liquid  waste  disposal  facilities, 
and  other  categories  of  public  and 
private  uses  of  land.    The  land 
use  element  shall  include  a 
statement  of  the  standards  of 
population  density  and  building 
intensity  recommended  for  the 
various  districts  and  other 
territory  covered  by  the  plan." 

Government  Code  Section  65302  also 
provides  that  the  nine  required 
elements  of  the  Master  Plan  may,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  county  or  city, 
be  combined  if  the  county  or  city 
:omplies  with  all  requirements 


regarding  the  content  of  general  plan 
elements.    This  modified  approach  is 
the  approach  taken  in  San  Francisco. 
In  the  San  Francisco  Master  Plana  land 
use  policies  and  maps  are  not  all 
contained  in  a  single  element  called 
the  Land  Use  Element.    Rather,  they 
are  contained  in  various  other 
elements  of  the  Master  Plan  (for 
example,  policies  regarding  the  use  of 
land  for  housing  are  included  in  the 
Residence  Element)  and  in  sections  of 
the  Master  Plan  called  Area  Plans 
which  cover  specific  geographic  areas 
(for  example,  land  use  policies  for 
the  area  along  the  Bay  between 
Aquative  Park  and  China  Basin  Channel 
are  contained  in  the  Northeastern 
Waterfront  Plan). 

In  order  to  provide  an  easy 
reference  to  the  various  land  use 
policies  which  are  contained 
throughout  the  Master  Plan,  and  to 
relate  these  policies  and  maps  to  the 
State  law  requirements  regarding  the 
content  of  land  use  elements  this 
section  of  the  Master  Plan  is  being 
adopted.    It  cross  references  the 
State  Law  requirements  for  a  land  use 
element  with  the  land  use  policies  as 
contained  in  various  elements  and  area 
plans  of  the  San  Francisco  Master  Plan.
